Lancers Athletics 
claim first ever 
Worcester Cup

Worcester State begins another year 
of athletic endeavor this fall. And if last 
year’s performances are indicative of a new 
era in Lancer sports, then the WSC 
community is in for a treat. 

For the first time since its inception, 
the Worcester Cup, awarded by the T&G to 
the area school with the best overall record 
for all sports, was won by Worcester State. 
The Lancers posted an overall record of 138- 
122-4, a .530 winning percentage. 

The fall sports set the tone for last 
year’s achievement. Women’s soccer 
finished at 11-3-3, while men’s soccer came 
in at 15-5. Behind the arm of Cean Oksanish, 
Lancer’s football compiled a 7-2 record. 
Field hockey finished 9-10. 

In the winter, both men’s and 
women’s basketball missed .500 seasons by 
a single win, ending at 13-14 and 12-13 
respectively. Unfortunately for this coming 
season, the teams lost Mario Horton and 
Sacha Ashton, two of the best players to ever 
grace the Lancer court. As for the hockey 
team, it went 12-12-1 under John Guiney, 
and volleyball struggled to 9-20. 

The spring season saw the baseball 
team have one of its beat seasons in recent 
years, ending at 29-12. The softball team 
posted 11-18. Men’s tennis had an excellent 
season, 8-4, while women’s tennis finished 
at 2-9. 

This year promises to be even better 
than last, so keep your eyes open.

The name is Cean Oksanish. And if 
you don’t know it now, you’ ll get by the end 
of the season. 

The sophomore quarterback 
completed 20 of 34 passes for 274 yards and 
two touchdowns in the Lancers’ season- 
opening 35-15 home win over Nichols. And 
as if that wasn’t enough, Oksanish kicked 
two field goals, one from 38 yards and one 
from 28. 

The Grafton native started off strong 
last year, wining the starting job as a 
freshman and leading the team to a 7-2 
record. Oksanish was also named 2000 
ECAC and NEFC Rookie of the Year. 

Over 2000 strong came out to see the 
New England Conference game at Coughlin 
Field, and they weren’t disappointed. 

Worcester State led, 12-7, at the half, 
but Oksanish got things moving in the third 
quarter, completing 8 of 9 passes for 104 
yards. Junior wide-out Efran Candelaria was 
on the receiving end of an Oksanish dart just 
eight minutes into the second half. On the 
first pay of the fourth quarter, Oksanish hit 
senior Jeremy Frisch from six yards out for 
another score. 

New to field-goal kicking, Oksanish 
hit from 38 yards out, 7 1/2 minutes into the 
game, after connecting with Kevin Gniadek 
for 25 yards. 

Nichols came back with an 18-play 
drive, starting at its own 31. The Bison were 
aided by two Worcester State penalties deep

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in Lancer territory. A pass-interference call 
gave Nichols a first down on the 8-yard line. 
Three plays later, Nichols scored on a running 
pay from two yards out. 

As time was waning in the second 
quarter, Oksanish hit Frisch for 27 yards. 
Frisch fumbled, but a heads-up Gniadek 
pounced on the ball at mid-field to keep the 
drive going. 

Sophomore Mike Buoniconti took 
the ball 14 yards on a draw play, setting up 
the scoring run. Sophomore Greg Wood took 
the ball from 24 yards out, broke a couple 
tackles, tiptoed down the sideline, and 
scampered into the end zone, giving the 
Lancers a 9-7 lead. 

On the ensuing kickoff, WSC 
freshman Marcus Lewis recovered the ball on 
the Bison 20. Oksanish converted from 28 
yards out to give the Lancers their five-point 
halftime lead. 

“It’s a good win against a quality 
team,” Worcester State coach Brian Cullen 
said. “Their quarterback is very good, and our 
defense really stepped it up against him. I’m 
very pleased.” 

Senior linebacker Russ Watson, an 
All-American in 2000, led the defensive surge 
for the Lancers, making a team-high eight 
tackles. Fellow senior linebacker Jason 
Grenier and junior defensive back Jeff 
Whipple helped Watson contain the Nichols’ 
QB, who completed just 12 of 32 passes for 
140 yards. 

Woods, another newcomer to WSC, 
rushed for 93 yards on 16 carries, and scored 
two touchdowns.
